Miss  Wahlroos,  .who  speaks 
four  languages,  started  learning 
English,  in  which  she  has  a pro- 
ficient vobcabulary,  at  the  age 
of  13. 

ASKED  HOW  SHE  likes  the 
United  States  and  the  trip  over 
she  says.

ATTENTION  TO  mental  ill 
ness  is  brought  to  the  people  of 
Provo  by  the  presence  of  the 
Utah  State  Hospital.  However, 
the  thought  may  never  enter 
their  minds  that  they  might 
someday  be  on  the  inside  look- 
ing out  — through  the  bars. 

Emphasis  was  placed  on  men- 
tal health  this  past  week  when 
in  Washington  D.C.,  Mamie  Ei- 
senhower rang  the  Mental 
Health  Bell  — a bell  cast  from 
chains  and  other  restraining  de- 
vices used  on  the  mentally  ill. 

Utah  began  its  mental  health 
week  last  Friday  with  a kick-off 
banquet  given  in  Provo.  The 
theme  of  the  week  is  “With  your 
Help,  the  mentally  ill  can  come 
back."  An  understanding  of 
mental  illness,  along  with  an  ex- 
clusion of  fear,  superstitions,  and 
inhibitions  will  show  much  im- 
provement in  the  mental  prob- 
lem. 

DR.  W ELDON  MOFFIT,  Pres- 
ident of  the  Mental  Health  As- 
sociation of  Utah  and  professor 
of  pshchology  at  Brigham  Young 
University,  said,  “The  last  20 
years  has  seen  tremendous  im- 
provement in  the  fight  against 
mental  illness.”  He  declared  that 
mental  hospitals  are  now  dis- 
charging each  month,  as  many 
patients  as  are  taken  in. 

Important  to  remember  is  the 
fact  that  no  one  is  in  perfect 
mental  health.  But  it  is  when 
a person  looses  contact  -reality 
that  he  is  considered  mentally 
ill. 

The  symptoms  of  mental  ill- 
ness are  varied  and  difficult  to 
determine. 

The  victim  is  not  often  aware ! 


of  his  illness  and  therefor^^i 
not  seek  treatment  in  the^ 
portant  stages.  Most  of  the 
pie  in  mental  institutions 
not  gone  there  on  their  owi4 
however,  some  have 
themselves. 

IN  TURN,  people  should 
realistic  in  facing  conflicts 
problems  in  order  to  k< 
good  mental  health.

Jackson  L^e  has  been  a popular  spot  for  anglers  through- 
out  the  winter  and  should  see  considerable  post-ice  action 
Nearby  waters  in  the  Teton  National  Park  such  as  Phelps  Lake 
V.  ui  require  a hike  onto  the  Teton's  south  slopes,  but  will  give 
up  large -catehes  the  latter  part  of  May  if  past  seasons  are  any 
indication.  Get  there  just  after  the  ice  has  gone  out.
